AMENDMENTS TO BE MADE IN ORDERS IN COUNCIL 



Order under Clause 73 as to the Adaptation of 
English and Scotch Enactments. 

Articles 4 to 6 and 11 relating to elections, polls, and dis- 
qualifications, will fie applied to town commissioners. 

Article 8. — Add a provision as regards county councillors equi- 
valent to s. 75 (16) (c) of the Local Government Act, 1888. 

Article 14 (transfer of county property and liabilities) and 
Article 21 (borrowing). — Amend slightly so as to make more 
applicable to lunatic asylums. 

Article 18 (6), as to accounts and audit of county treasurers. — 
Amend paragraph (6) so as to substitute the secretary of the 
county council for the treasurer where the treasurer is a banking 
company. 

Article 23. — Add an adaptation of local Acts containing provisions 
as to Treasury consent to approval of loans and alienation of 
corporate property. 

Article 24. — Add a new article applying s. 30 of the Municipal 
Corporations Act, 1882, and amending Act of 1893, respecting the 
alteration in the wards of a borough. 

Article 33. — Amend so as to correspond with the provisions of 
the Bill respecting dates and respecting the business of the first 
meeting, e.g., the election of additional councillors before the 
chairman and the election of members of a joint committee or 
board. 

Add an adaptation of Irish local Acts which may be required so 
as to bring them into conformity with the provisions of the Order. 



Order under Clause 74 adatting Irish Acts. 

Add adaptations of 16 & 17 Yict. c. 34. s. 12, i.e., secretary of 
county council for clerk of the union.

For “ authority by whom roads are repairable ” substitute in 
rural districts “ the county council ” (45 & 46 Viet. c. 56. s. 13). 

Adapt 40 & 41 Viet. c. 27. s. 4 and 46 & 47 Viet. c. 42. s. 12 as 
to order of the judge of assize on imperative presentments. 



Order under Clause 75 (Procedure). 

Acid— 

Procedure as to stopping roads or abandoning public works ; 

Procedure as to imperative presentments. 

Article 26. — After “ county surveyor 55 insert in each case “ or if 
“ the office is vacant any assistant surveyor appointed by the county 
“ council to act in this behalf.” 

Article 28. — Exclude the contract provisions from applying to 
county boroughs. 

Article 29. — Exclude from applying to urban districts as regards 
the roads which those districts maintain themselves. 



Order under Clause 75 (2) (Transitory Provisions). 

Alter so as to make the dates correspond with those in the Bill. 

Article 5 (7). — Amend so as to provide that an officer dissatisfied 
with the amount of compensation awarded by the county council 
may appeal to the Local Government Board, who shall determine 
the same. 

Add transitory provisions as to towns not urban sanitary districts 
and as to the councillors continuing to hold office until the election 
in March 1899. 

Note . — Further alterations may be required on account of pro- 
ceedings on Report or in the House of Lords, or to remedy 
omissions from this paper.
